with that agreeable varicty as Hiftory docs; ane 

vhereas the greater part of other Books either weary, 
confound him, and at Jaft never tail to difguft him, 
this diverts him all along with a new fcene of events, and fatit- 
fies that {pirit of Curiofitv, which is fo natural to mankind ; bur 
e(pecially in what regards the former Ages, and by making a jult 
examination of them, the future too. This is the Reafon why 
moft people, thattake any pleature in Books, fo carneftly apply 
themfelvesto this kind of Study which befides that it bas none of 
thofe difficultics co dererr the Keader, that have not a little hin- 
dered the kind reception of other Sciences ; fo itcarries a con- 
fant advanrage and reward along with ir T he great ufctulnets 
of it evidently appears, by the mighty affiftances and helps it af- 
fords a Man for common Converfation , wherein feveral iimpor- 
tant matters daily happen to be difcuffed:And upon thefe occafious, 
Hiftory chicfly intorms our Judgment, Neverthelefs in my opi- 
nion, this isnot the principal u.e of Hiftory; for if Men ftudied 
the Antiquitics of former times, the Manners, Cuftoms,’ and 
Laws of people,and all this with an intent to cultivate their know- 
Jedg in matters of eligion, this would be certainly a nolger and 
Worthier defign, chan only to Ts foolifh amufement by Books, 
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or to ufe Reading, mercly four paffer le temps. For this Reaton. 
as I conceive, Ecclefiaftical Hiltory is much to be preter to 
Profane. Ic bye little concerns us to know who was ene firft Ki 

at fuch a Kmgdom, or who was his SueceHour, provided the 
Sacceffion in that Countrey has been never interrupted; but op 
the other hand, it isof infinite contequence tous, to be ableto 
demonttrare to aur Adverfarics, that our Religion has not been 
talfified fince Jefus Chrift ; That the true Dotrine in all Ages 
has triumphed overs Pertcciwion, and chat the Succeffion of Sr. 
Peter, of which pretence the Pontificate has made fuch vaft ad- 
vantages, and which they {till claim, was nothing but a Chimera, 
principally tupported by the Inrerefis of Pride, Ignorance, and 
Ambition. It be acknowledged, that it 1s :mpoffible to ar- 
rive to any confiderable degree of Nnowledg in thete Affairs, 
which have employed the time and labour of to many different 
without a mighty application, and a thorough: ac- 
quaintance with avalt number of Books. To cffect this, we 
by no means relyupon poor Abridgements, and Epicomes, 
for thefe forts of Treatifes wherewith che World has beer fo pe- 
fter’d of late, produce but a fecble lighr, and are none of the 
bell Guides to conduét usin the obfcure pathso! Antiquity. The 
compleatelt Bodies of Hiftory, chatare nowextant, have allof 
them their faults, and one of the principal, 1: my judgment, is, 
thar the Authors of thema, generally tpeaking, omurto cite thofe 
Pieces, from which they have drawn their Memoirs; fo-rhat a 


{crupulous, miltruftful Reader, not feeing the Authorities urged, 
is otten apr to fuffer himielf to be too far mitled by a fpiric of 


increduliry. lf in a performance of this low Character, [ may 
be permitted to tell my Reader what matures 1 would adviie 
him to take, in order to inttruct himfclf in the g ounds of Ec- 
cleliaftical Hiftory, I would sc firff countel him to run over tome 
Chronological Syftem to furnifh himfelf witha general Idec 
in tlrefe matters, and afterwards to advance. farther. Now 
ag the knowledg of the Hiltory of our own Countrcy concezns 
us infinitely more than that of a toretzn Nation, wharever itis ; 
fo there is wo queftion to be made, bur that we are obliged ta be- 
gin witl chat. 
ff a Man hasan inclination toScudy the Eccleftaftical of 
England, he cannot do better than beftow fome time in the pes- 
wal of rhote Works, which che ingenious Mr. /Vharton has lazely 
given himielf che trouble co Publith. To fay the trurh, we arc 


not there to expect a Hittory exactly purfued and carricd on; 


wut forall char, herc is entertainment cnough for the niccft cat 
ofity ; 
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ofity, fo that the Reader will not much regret the want of one. 
Sevéral Tracts are Printed in this Colke&ton which ‘never faw the 
light before, and out of thefe.a Man may form a clear and di- 
ftinct Zéea to him’‘elf of what formerly happen’d in this Hland, 
e{pecially wich relation to the Affzirs of che Church. It is fome 
time. ago fince Mr, Wharton Publithed the firlt Volume of rhefe 
Colle&tions, which was fo kindly received, that he found him- 


felf obliged to favour the World with a fecond, as his leifure 


would permit him, which is the fame we are now difcourfing of. 
The Defign and Metho? of it are fo univerfally known, that ie 


-would -be loft labour, without queftion, to give a more parti- 


cular account of them; and the Colleétor is defervedly of fo 
eftablifhed a Reputation, that barely to name him, is tufficient 
to give the Reader a gteat prepoffeflion for the ufefulmefs of the 
Work. Bucthen, if tothis we add, that the Book was begun, 
and continued at che Inftances and Order of the Learned Bithop 
of St. Afaph, who toth perufed and approved of the better part 
of the Monuments that make up this Golleétion, before they 
were Printed, every body will be torced to acknowledg, that ic is 
one of the beit Books we have upon this Subject. 

The firlt Treatife we mect in thisCollection is, The Life of 
St. Aldhelm, Bifhop of Scirebuurn, who flourifhed in the tixth 
Century, and dicd towards the beginning of the Seventh. Ir 
was writ by Somerfet , Lbrary-keeper, and Chanter of 
the Famous Monattery of wiio Compoted a Hittory 


of the Enclifb Prelates, divided into five Books. The four firft 
were, long ago, Printed in the year 159%. bar che fifth, where- 


of we are now tpeaking, was never Publifhed tll now; and the 
reafon is, becaufe it was wr.t before any of the reft, and fo by 
that accident was always ieparated from them. This Hiftorian 
has inferted into his Book, feveral old Charters belonging 
to his own Monatterv, which Mr. /Vbarton imagines to be fonie- 
what fiifpicious ; and indecd a great part of them carry fuch vi- 
fible marks of an Impofture, that they are jufily rejected. The 


frauds and artihces of the Monks, in relation to chis, aswell as 


other marters that concerned their Secular Intereft, have been 
long ago difcovered;, and many intire Books have been purpote- 


ly writ by Learncd Men, .to demonfrate Cheats. Cur in-

efforts to mortific and humble the Monafteries, which by the 
profife donations of our Saxon Anceftors had arrived to an incre-

Money but we frefent you with Books. ThisPope, who, confider- 
ing the Age he lived in, was knowing enough, and particularly 
eherifhed Learned Men, kept thcefe Books under his Pillow for 
almoft a whole Month together, without parting with chem ; 
and took a great deal of pleature to repeat fome of the moft in- 
genious pafiages out of them, to the Cardinals that came to vilit 
him. Amongit thofe Books, he chofe out that which was in- 
tituled Gemma Sacerdotalzs, to carry always about him; this he 


admired and efteemed; It contains a Body of Theo- 


hay, and of Ecclefiaftical Difcipline. Our Learned Arch- Deacon 
Panis, bore a mortal hatred to Monks: and was ufed to counfel his 
Criends, to fay the following Prayer frequently after his example: 
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A Monachorum Malitii libera nos, Domine. From the Malice of the 
Monks deliver ws, good Lord. His Averfion to that Order of Men 
appears vifibly in all his Writings, where he lets flip no Opportu- 
nity to reproach them with their Hypocrifie, their Frauds and 
their Ignorance. Nay, hecompofed a Treatife on purpofe to 
render them infamous to all Pofterity, and fully co gratifie his 
Spleen and Indignation. We cannot deny him to have been a 
Coaliderable Man, after fo many convincing Teftimonies as we 
have of his Abilities: Burt then asall of us, without Exception, 


Subjet to Frailtics and Infirmities, we ought nor to be furpri- 


fed, to find hi a little too much addicted to Vilisnary Legends 
and Dreams, Abundance of thefe Ridiculous Srories we mee 


related up and down in the Hiftories of molt Writers of that Age, 


bur efpecially in One writ by himfelfi WVe would have here 
given a more particular Extract of it, eT" ime would have al- 
Jowed us to do it; but having the Misfortune to receive this Poo? 
fomewhat of the lateit, we are o-l ged to conclude here, and fo co 
pals over fteveral things in filence, which might have been jufly 
odferved in fuch an Excellent olletion.

That Hre 
caunot Live withoutthis Aerious and Sulphureous Fewel, 1s ma- 
nifeft by daily Experience. Now inthe Torrid Zone, fuch 2 
Fire it Kindled in an Air fo-rarified, tle Nitrous Particles be- 
ing. very much Diffipated, mutt Burn but very Langaidly, com- 
Baked: witht its:Violence in coldér Countries. But never was 
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Eruption of Vulcano’s the caufe of any fpreading Confagrati- 
on in any place whether Hot or Co'd. 

Sach an Exficcat on of Earth there. he Mkewife Araues to 
be impoflible, fince the high Chain of Hills running Eat aud 
Weft, and the Winds Blowing from the Sea en the oppolite par- 
tyy hinder the Progrefs of the Vapours thoie ways. fo thar they 


matt needs fall tu the Countries where they. were Licvated. An 


Exficcation of the Sea. our Author hoids to be Nawialiv In- 


—pofible, without a -Trantmutation of Principles, which from 


thofe which he Efpon'es (for Reafons elfewhere given) is equal- 
lyImpoffible. He is of Opinion that Ged at firit Cicatcd a cer- 
tain Number of Principles unalterable by the torce of any Na- 
tural Agents. Lhis immutability of Principles he thinks ;re- 
fervesthe Ulaiverfe from ifo!urion ; fecures the Perperuity of 
every Species and Bars the Production of any new Species ; fas 
he eliewhere fhews) hence he takes occafion to Digrets concern- 
ing the Chaos. 

He fuppofes chat the aforemention’d Principles at the fi: ft Crea 
tion have b.en confutedly Mixt (which State was meant of 
Old by the Chaos) whereupon the more folid and ponderous 
fubliding, the more fluid and light Parts became Superiour; and 
thus the Waters coverd the Earth; to prove which to have 
been the State of the Terrefirial Globe in the beginning, he offers 
the Teftimony of Seripture. 


The Colle@tion of the Waters into feparate and particular Re-- 


ceptacics he fuppofes might, at the Divine iil, be Naturally Er- 
fected by the Elevation of Mountains and Hills, by the force of

He conceives the Objection which 
may be urgd, that there muit.be vaft Caverns ail along thete 
Mountains, to carry no difficulty along with ix. He grants 1 
true, chat there are fuch, and inftances in which in tes 
Eructation threw out a Flood of Melted Materials, tufficient .tc 
have teen fpread atthe breadth and depth of Three Foor Four 
Times round the whole Circuit of the Globe, which muft necefla-

The Inhabitants furprized at the Novelty 
of what he Delivered tothem, littened favourabiy to him bt 
could not imagine that his only delign of coming there was to 
Propagate his Religion,as he Protefted. I he bouzes of the County 
took the Alarm immediately, Remonitrating to the King, that 
without being Guilty of the greatett Impietv, he could not quit 
the Religion of his Ancefors, or Deitroy thete Gods that had 
p'aced the Crown on his Head, to make way for an Unknown, 
Purbulenr, Seditious God, who could not futter any one but 
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elf; But what was the moft convincing Argument of ail, they 


frighted him with a gencral Infurrcétion of the People, in cate he 
went to overthrow their dearly beloved Fageds, and Deities. As 


‘to St. Xavier, they objected to him, that hc Preached up a crue! 


God, who had Built a terrible Prifon calied Het,to Torture poor 
Men with L£verlafling Punifhbments, and would never condefcend 
to be Appéated, or takethe leaft Compaffion of their Mileries. 
They added, if. this God fhew'd himieir good in Creating Man 
toHonour him, that chen, infteaé of Injoyning him Laws thar 


he was uncap ble of keeping, he would have given hina !efs In- 


firmity or Inclination to Sin, and never Punifa his wane of Abili 
tics by Torments of an infinite Duration, One of Jonzes, 
or Priefts, was fo hardy, as to enter into a regular Dispuce wich 
St Xavier, about the Principles of Religion. He maintained 
thatthe World was Eternal , and altho he agreed that Death 
extended no farther than the Body, and thar che Sou! was Im- 
mortal, yet he afferted-its Tran{migration, and ch t when itlett 
one Body, it began a new Lite in another. St. Xavier, to Refute 
him, laid chisdown for his firftt Principle, That a Supreme Be- 
ing Created this Univerfe. Thishe Demonftrated by the moti 
obvious and fenfible Reafons, and fhewed thatthe World neich:r 
made it felf, nor was occafioned by accident. If the World 
had made it felf, it had been before it was, which ts a palpable 
contradi€tion; and therefore it follows, that it owed froma pre: 
ceding fuperiour au'e, which is nothing elfe but what the com- 
mon confent of all Mankind agrces tocall God. Nor can we. pro- 
ceeds the Saint, with any b tter pretence affert taatche World was 
made Fortuitoufly ; for whatfoever receives ‘ts Form meer y by 


Accident, hasneither Meafure. Order, nor Continuance , but: 


foon Relaptes into sPrimitive Conrufien. St. Xavier iluftrated 
this Aifertion by bringing the Comnariton home to their Palaces, 
which cou'd never attain that Symmetry and Beauty by an acc:

trom thence he concluded that ail the Parts of tais great Machine 
were neither cifpoicd, nor united together by blind Chance .

was an effect of the great Reafon and Archite&ture of an Infnire 


and Almighty Intelligence. After he had carried on his Argu- 


ment to far, he attacked the Plurality of Gods making them fen- 
fisle, that if there were more Gods than one, they would cithet 
be Independantjor Lependant one on another , now fa'd he, 
is wholly repugnant to the Effence of the Divinity, whofe pecu- 
liar Character it isto be Independant, thoeyery thing befides de- 
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pendsupon it. St, Xavivr Reported that thefe Reafons made g 
firange Imprefion upon the Auditors, and Convinced them of 
the Fallity of the Zaponnefe Religion, which admits Plurality of 


Gods, The Bonz’ himfelf was fo Startled and Confounded ar 


it, that he let S:. Xavier alone, and never offered to Contradig 
him, «ll hecame to defcend into the particular Doétrines of the 
Chrifiian Religion and then he affirmed it was utterly incompati- 
ble with the infinite bounty of God, not to hinder the Fall of 
Man, if he forciaw it, and to leave Japrm tor fo many Ages jn 
Darknefs. This laft difficulty puzled the People extreamly, and 
no leis'unpalatable to them was God's making himfeilf Man to 
Die bythe Hand of his Enemies, St. Xaver Anfwercd, That 
God-having Created Man in the fullute of his Liberty, could 
not hinder him trom Falling, withoutlaying fome Keftraint up- 
on it, and chat he permitted it to be overcome by the Temptation 
in order to humble his Pride, and make him tenfible of his weak- 
nefs. Asto the fcruple, they perpetually urged, that Cod, who 


was repre.ented to them, to be fo Merciful, fhould, nevertheleis, | 


feaye them forfo many Ages in Ipnorance of the Law of Grace. 
St. avier returned them this Anfwer, That Natural Religion 
would have Conduéted them thither of it felf, if they bad not 
effaced or obicured it by their Crimes and Vices. This was too 
great a Miftery for them tocomprchend cafiiy ; and one of their 
Sones earneftly demanded, W hy God having reated Man fo Mi- 
‘erable, and fubjeftto fo many Paflions, that hurried him away 
in fpight of his better Refolutions, would yet permit the Devil 
to Lempt, and perpetually Befeige him, to carry him to what 
was Evil, If God, fays he, Loves him fo tenderly, and did {0 
much to fave him, Why rhen dees he abandon and leave him 
expofed tothe unwearicd Affaults of a Malicious Spirit. 

y this any one may judg what difficulties arofe in the Minds 
of thefe Idolarers, and what were the Deétrines that met with 
the greateft Oppolition ; Neverthelefs, he Chriflian Religion made 
very confiderable Advances there ; and our Author largely de- 
fcribes the Rich Harveff, which St. Xavier and is Succeifors gathered 
uncultivated Land. 

They tound a mighty Oppofition, not only from the part of

Kings, their Matters, The Honour to be ranked amoneft Chriflian Prin-

bafly thac three Kings of Japaa fent to Pope Gregory XI, 
A great deal of noife was made inthe World at that time abou 
the Hommageof three Crowned Heads payed to the Vicar of Fe 
fus Chriji; and the Society gained no fmal! Reputation by this new 
Vineyard, that was. cnurely Planted at their own Lxpeme and 
Induftry. 

Thete Ambaffadors arriving at Rome in 1585, the Pope was 
refolved to receive them with allthe Splendor and Magniticence 
Imagionable, andthis he did perhaps, more for the Giors or the 
Holy See, chan out of a Confideration of the Grandeur of chore 
Kings they Reprelentes.

They madetheir Entry with all chat State the Politick Joy of 
the Court of Rome ules to devite upon tuch Pleafing Occations, 
and the Novelty of the Spectacle ferv’d to render the Ceremony 


of People together. They prefented their Le ters, which bore 
this remarkable Superfcription, To him who holds the Place of God 
upon Earth, and were fill’d with Terms of the greateft Submiffion 
and Profounde({t Ret pect. | 

Within atew davsatter Died Pope Gregory XIU, but 
ims the Fifth, who Succeeddd him, Carefled the Zaponnefe Ambat- 
ladors no lefs ; and to Confummate all, he Ordered an Apoftoli- 
which he allowed the 


es, and to have the Priviledg to Luter into the Cunfiflory. 


The Returnof this Ambaify produced no great Effects in Ja- 
May and the Peace ot that Church was to thort-lived, as to be de- 
troved in its very Infancy. The Emperour,Exatperated by theBon- 
sy Publifhed an Ediétin the Year 1587, wherein al! buropean 
were -rdered to leave Japan within Twenty Days, 
but not a Man of them would Obev it.

And thete he rehaeell i afolid Me- 
thodical manner. Neverthelets he was banithed at laft into the 


of Sardigniay through the inttigation of the Arriax Bifhops; 


and inthat p'ace he compoted the better part of his Works. He 
was Matter of a lively, fubtile Wit, and loved Thorny Scholattick 
Queftions, which he tometimes explain’d in the Myftick Sente. 
He knew how toler things in an advantageous Light, but ac the 
time explains them with aProlixity that may appear dita- 
steeable to tome Readers. 
Montieur da Pix has quoted a paflage out of the Writings oi 
Facundus, Bithop of Hermianumy that tormally attacks the Kea.

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Bread is properly bis Body, or the Chalice hrs Blood, byt becaufe they con> 
tain in them the Myftery of the Body and Bloodof Jefus Chrift, It isal- 
molt impofible for any one toexplain himf{elf more pofitively 
upon chis Point. Facundus difcourfes very eloquently and wilh a 
Vehemence that fometimes betrays him to make talfe Reflections, 
He had diligently read over all the Treatites ot the Fathers upon 
the Incarnation, and knew perfeétly well the Hiftory of all thofe 
Confulions which this Myftery raifed in the Church. 

But no o:¢ made fo confiderable a figure in this Age, as St. Gre- 
2ory the Great. Pope Felix 11. was his Great Grandfather, and he 
was Elevated to the Roman See in the year 590. His great Hu- 
mility has been celebrated by moft Writers, becaufe he never infi- 
sted upon the Pre-eminence of his Chair, when the Patriarchs of 
(Ccnftantinople, fupported by the Favour and Prefence otf the Em. 
perour, adventured to aflume the Tit’c of Oecumenical Patriarch, - 
Gregory, to condemn this Pride by his own Behaviour in the Af- 
fair, protefted, That his Primacy gave him no Right to over- 
throw Old Confticutions, or invade the Priviledges of other Bi- 
fhops, which always ought to be preferved inviolable ; That he 
refufed to take upon him the Quality of Univerfal Patriarch, left 
fo fingular a Title fhould feem to injure the Rights of other Ki- 
hops, who were his Brethren by their Dignity, and his Fathers by 
iheir Merit. It fo happen’d, that John the Fafter, Bithop of Con- 
flantizcple, having affumed the Title of Unrverfal Patriarch, in a 
Council held in the year 586. Pope Pelagius abrogated the Acts of 
that Council. But ee he Fafter would by no means fuffer him- 
felf tobe ftript of this Prerogative, which he had fo lately attri- 
buted to himfelf. St. Gregory made his Adv refles to the Empcror 
Mauricius, exhorting him tu hinder this Abuley and conftrai 
John to lay afide his Ambitiou; Title. He remonttrated to him, 
That St. Peter, whom our Bleffed Saviour intrufted with the care 
of feeding his Flock, never called himfelf the Unrverfal Apofile ; 
That this proud Diftin@ion was dirc@ly contrary tothe Evangeil- 
cal Rules, and Ancient Canons, forafmuch as it annihilated, or 
at leaft diminifhed the Authority of the reft of the Bifhops. He 
extolsthe Modelty of Sc. Leo the Popes who refufed to accept of 
this Title, when it was offered to him by the Council of Chalcedon, 
becaufe he would give no Umbraze to any of his Brethren, by the 
Singularity of this Name. He had neverthelefs rhe Mortification 
to fee this Remonftrance {lighted ; for John, who difregarded his 
Thunder, got himfelf to be better confirmed in his New Title, 
by the Imperial Anthority. St. Gregory endeavoured to awaken 


che Jealoufie of the other Patriarchs, by reprefenting to nee 
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how direly this Procedure ftruck at their Power, but to 09 pur- 
pofe, for they were notin the leaft alarmed at it , and on the con- 
trary, the Patriarch of Antioch defired him not to make fo much 
Noife about athing of fo {mall importance. However, St Gre- 
gory Was not difcouraged trom purtuing the Matrer; but being in- 
formed, ThatCyriacus had fucceeded Jobn the Faler, he feut him 
word, That if he dud not gait that Ambitions Title, be wonlld be enuilty 
of breaking toe Bonds of Communication. But Crrtzcus could not be 
prevailed with to drop his Pretenfions, and to the Pope's Lndea- 
vours continued without Succefs, or making anv Impreffion up- 
on the other Bifhops, who looked upon this Dirpure with grcar 
indiference, and did by no means approye of St. Grecery’s Einu- 
lation, Who tearched all opportunities to humble the Church ot 
Conflantincples What Montfieur da Pin has taid upon this cecation, 
has been entirely Copied out of the Letrers of this Pope. 


He takes notice of the Superftitious Veneration St. Grezcry bore 
to certain Relicks, which he refufed to the Emprets Cox/tantin, 
upon the account of fome ftrange Stories of, Apparitions and 
Mistortunes that befel chcfe who had the Rathneis to come near 
them. <Atter many Sollicitations, he could only be brought to 
make her a Promife of fome of the File duit of St. Peter’s 
Chains, but wich thisremarkable Precaution, Ja cafe the Prief 
propofed to File them, compafs bis Work, mbich, as he tridy aitece- 
tber Depended upon the Faith of thofe Perfans who begzed for fun of tafe 
Precious Fuincs. Neverthelefs, St. Grezory’s. Sentiments, in 
lation to Images, were Reatonable enough, for as he Condemns 
the Indiferetion of Serenus, Bithop of Marfeiles, for breaking the 


Images of his Church in pieces, fo he Praifes him for his Zealous 


Endeavours to Cure the grofs Ignorance of the People that A- 
dored them: He tells him, That he fhould have contented himfzif 
wit) liStruéting his Flock, that they ought not to Adore Imiges a'ter 
what manner foever it be, but not to fcandalize them by aZzal wud of 
Moderation and Prudence.- He informs him that Images were the 


fame in the Church, as PiQures were formerly, that is, they help- 


ed to Inftructthe ignorant People by Reprefentations and Cha- 
racters that are underftood by all the Wor!d. Heequally biamea 
tne abute of images, and the over hafty Condu of that Bithop, 
who by throwing Imag-s upon the Ground, caufed a Scanda- 
lous Schifm in his Church, The People are generally wawil- 
iingto pare with the old Objects of their Superftition, and rhcre 
fore weare obliged, in fome manner, to refpectand manage thes

The Works of the Learned. 


One of the moft conficerable Works of St. Gregory, is his 
Commeutary upon ; he dees not ttrictly confine himaielf in it 
tothe Letcer of the Text, but only brings together a great num- 
ber of gencral Inftructions and Allegorics, which might as perti- 

rently be applicdto any cther part of Scripture. Properly {peak- 
ing, it is only an Inventory of Moral Sayings, but has nothing of 
the Vivacity and Spiritthat appears in is Pastoral, which Treati e 
comprehends the feveral Duties of the Minitiers of tncGofel.In this 
Book he preicribes very tevere ues to the Clergy, and would 
have them raife themfelvesto a pitch of Perfection above the or- 
dinary Rank of Mankind, telling them, ’T7s an open injury and 


defiance to piety it felf. to make florid Sermons without bringing the appli-. 


catton home to ones fz-f. 


The great Veneration St. Gregory has acquired in the World, 


has made feveral Perions doubs whether the Dialogues that bear 
his Name, were really Written by him, or no. To fay the 


truth, nething in the World can be more derogatory, cither to 


his Gravity or Judgment, than that Work The Stile of it is flat 
and mean, and the Miracles recounted there are Colle@ed with 
fo little Choice, and carry fuch palpable Abfurdities with then, 


that che Author of it feems to have been anold doting Vifionary, 


Credulous tothe higheft degree. Peter the Deacon, who is one of 
the Interlocutors, makes fuich Hat Interrupticns, and fo untuit- 
able to cl Odccafion, that nothing certainly can be more infipid 


and wretched. Who can forbear Laughing to hear St Gregory - 


the Great gravely relate, once upon atime a WVoman chancing to 
Hat a Lettice with too much areedinefs, Jwallor’d the tezether with 
it, aud that the Devil afterwards confeied that he bid bimfelf wader the 
Lettice. “The whole Book is cram’d with fitch ridiculous Stories. 
Orlierwile Sc. Gregory's Genius is Fertile enough in Reflexions, 
and Spiritual Meditations. His way of Writing is Noble and 
Free, but chen his Stile is irregular, and his Compotitions are not 
fufficieutly Polithed. He has nothing of a lively delicate Cha- 
racter, and is a Jittletoo diffulive, for thus his common places of 
Morality, and the great Maxims he abounds in, are rather fhut 
up in Periods, than »Abridged after the manner of Sentences, 
St. John Damafcene reports a Story ot St. Gregory muchof the fame 
ftampand charafer with the Legend of the Lettce. In thort he 
tells usy That Pope, who was a faffionate Admirer of the Emperour 
Trajan’s Vertues, Pray d to God to Deter him out of Hell, which was ac- 
cordingly granted, at bis earnet Literceffion. 
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We fhall now give the Reader a fhore Account of the fecond 
Councilor Conftaatinople, whichis the fifth General one. Some 
Monks having Extracted certain Propolitions out of Ovigen’s Books, 
prefented them to Mennas. Patriarch of Conftantinopie In order 
have them Condemned by him.

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it, til! at laftthe Emperour, difpleafed with his Conduct, ordered 
his Name tote {truck out or the Diptycks. In fhort, the Council 


proceeded {fo far, as to anathematize both the Writings and Per- 
fon of Theodsrus, Thecdcret and Ibzs. Monficur Baluzius has pub- 


lithed Fifteen Axzathema’s thar were fulminated againit the Errors 
of Orizen ; How. ver, feveral Learned Men have queftion’d, whe- 
ther this Affair was decided in that Council, or no. — It iscertain, 
that in the Licht Conferences of this Council, nothing of that Nature 
is mentioned, but only che bufinels of che Three Chapters, Andon 
the «ther hanc, the Seventh General Council, and all the Greek Hi- 
ff rians, poutively maintain, That Origen’s Caute was here deba- 
ted, and finally determined. Montieur da Pin reconciles thete 
different Te‘timonies, by applying them to the A&sof a Council 
held at Cowffantincple, under the Patriarch Mennas, in the Year 
540. Wherein, purfuantto Fuftinian’s Edict, the Errors of Origen 
werecondemned Sohe pretends, That this particular Council 
has been unwarily confounded withthe General Council, and the. 
Decrees of the former attributed to the latter, What ferves to 
confirm him in this Conje&ture, is, That Evagrivs, and all the 
Greek Hiflorians, {uppotes that the Condemnation of Origen pre- 
ceded that of the Three Chapters, and that Fuftinian’s Edict was di-- 
rected to the General Council, which circumftances are utterly 
incompatible with the Truth of Hiftory. it is theretore. very 
probable that all that paffed at Conftantinople upon thete Affairs, 
which had fo much Relation oneto another, were Afcribed to 
the General Council, which, by reafon of its Authority, Eclipted 
allthe reft. Migilius, for obftinately refufing to appear at the 
Council, was Banifhed by the Emperour; but this Pope who was 
micon{tant and wavering in all his Refolutions, was foon Hum- 
bed, blaming himfelf tor making any refu'al, and retracting all 
he had writer in Defence of the Three Chapters. Hts Letter 1s 
Penned in fo fubmiffive a manner, and is fo full of Humiltati- 
on, that it paffes for fuppolititious with thofe perfons who cannot 
believe that any Pope could be capable of fo contemprible and 
abject a pieceof weaknefs. Now altho it were fomewhat doubt- 
ful at firlt, yet Baluzius fince has removed al] room for Contelta- 
tion outof another Manufcript, which contains a Decree of /- 
gilius, who there Anathematizes the Three Chapters, and Annulls 
every thing which |e himtelf had formerly done in their De- 
fence. The Emperour Perfecuted and Banifhed all the Bifhops 
who Oppofed rhe Decifion of the Council, and made it a ca- 
pital Odence not to Sign a Condemnation that was fo little ne- 
eeflary. Jt cannot be denied but that he Efpoufed this = 
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with too much Paffion, and that fo inconfiderable a Trifle did 
not deferve {o much regard asto employ the Thoughts of a 
General Council ; Eut then the Obftinacy of thofe Prelates is nor 


any mere excufable , who refufed to be Determined by the — 
Council, and would not Sacrifice a tew private Picks, and an in- - 


flexible Bigotry to their own Opinions to the common Intercfi

The Authors and their Books have fo near a relation together, 
thatthe ftcopeof the laft may the eafier be underftood by a true 
iKuow!edg of the firl?’s Genius, and therefore it will not be amils 
ro make a fair Reprefentation ot Father Simon, before we beara 
Judgment of his Writings. 


It is reported as an undoubted matter of Fact, that Ten or. 


Twelve Years ago, this Author would have Ingaged with the 


Confiftory of Charenton in a Tranflation of the Bible into French : 


What hinderd the Performance of {o good a Defign is not fo 


certainly known to me; fomeafcribe the ftop that was put to it. 


tothe high Pretences of F. Semon, others tothe fevere Judgment 
or the Surveyorsthat had too mean an Opinion of our Author’s 
Atchievements. What ever may be, fure it is, that fince that 
time Monficur Simon prov’d no great Friend to the Proteftants; 
nay, he forbore nooccafion to do them Mifchicf, in confequence 


of his Threatnings, asfome will fay. He inverted the Stile of his 


Hiftory of the Faith of the Eatern Churches, and did his utmoft En- 
deavours to makethem appear. favourable to Tranfubflantiation, ot 


at leaft to theCorporeal Prefencesthat he might fupport the flaggers g 
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Caufe of Monfieur Arnaud, againft Monfieur Claude: Bur he 
thought to give the faral Stroketo the Reformation in his Critical 
Hiffories of the Old and New Teflament, by his undermining the Sa- 
cred Authority of thofe Books, and thewing thar the Reading of 
the Text is fo uncertain, and withal Sufceptible of fo various in- 
rerpretations, that the Authors of moft part of ’em are fo little 
known, ep oy Tongues fo ill underftood, and the Tran- 
(lations to dixtérent from, nay, contrary to cne another , char 
without the Authority of the Church and the Evidence of Tra: 
dition, we could not be Affured of the Scripture’s Divinity. He 
forgot not to Kail at the common Dc€trine of the Ref. rmed. 
thatthe Holy Gholt is he who moft Efficacioufly periwades us of 
che Truth of God’s Word, which bears indeed ilultrious C*a- 
racters of his Authors; butfuch are the Prejudices of incredulous 
and wicked Men, that thothey can be Check’d and Convine'd 
by them, they will, however, never yield and acknowledg ter 
Divine thote Doctrines and Maxims that are wheily Dettructive 
of their corrupted Sentiments and Paffions. Iwill not infiit upen 
this, for | fhall have occalionro fpeak of it more at large in the 
Abftract of the Apolozy of Monfieur facial Only I fhall ooterve, 
that when Monficur Simon and other Roman Catholicks cry down,as 
akindof Enthufiyfm, the perfuafion of the Scripture’s Divinity 
Yy the Operation of the Holy Ghoft, they feem to have Little 
care whether or not they overthrow the Foundation of Chrifti- 
anity? For ‘tis plain, that the Church, taken even in its larger 
Senie for whole Community of Chriftians, can have no 
ereater Authority than that of a Witnefs; that is, the Chrifti- 
ans in all Asesdo Teftify thatthe:e Books were Written by the 
Apoftles, and the firft Difciples of our Saviour. But there is 
fomething more requifite ro receive them as a Rule of Faith, 


and make us cerrain chat their Coutents are True and Divinely 


infpired ; fo that unlets chey have proper CharaGers of Divinity. 
Which cifpos'd Mind may Ditcern and Kelvy upon, our 
certainty, as to that Fundaminzal Point, is no better than an hu- 
man Opinion or Prejudice. 


I could with thefe Critical Hiftories had never been Trantlated into 
Enghfotor they are not fitto be perus'd by the common tort of Peo- 
pe; and now, fince it is done, it would be neceilary that tome 
Learned hand. bur more Orthudox or Difercet thanthe Author of 

the Sentiments de de Hollande. would take the pains 


toexamine them; tor Monficur Simon has gathered teveral Ke- 


marks that will move the curioficy of young Divines and other 
Studi- 
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Studious Gentlemen, that are hardly able to Extricate themfelyes 
out of all thole Difficulties ; and in the mean while,. we Live in 
an Age, where ‘tisa kind of fhame tor them to be unacquainted 
with {uch Criticifms. For my part, | fhall not undertake, efpe- 
cially in a fhore Anftract, co Confurte all che Errors I have met 


with in this Volume; the Reader, Ifuppote, will not expec from 
me in this p'ace, any thing befides fome fhort Oofervations upor 
tlic moft material Paffages. 


I. Inthe ut Chapter, he proves that the Books of the New 
Teftament have been Written by the Authors whofe Name they 


bear, from this reafon, that the Churches, that is, the generality 


of Chrittians, have in all Ages recciv'd and reverencd them a> 
fuch; whereas the talfe Gotpels afcribed to Se. Fames, St. Thomas, 
and the like Apocryphal Books, have Liv'd but a fhort time, and 


only been in Efteem among fome few Sectarics. , 


In the 2d Chapter he endeavours to prove, That the Titles 
that are atthe head of the Gofpels, and other Books of the New 
Teftament, were not made by the H. Writers, but have been 
{ince added ; however they feemto bevery Old ; for Futin 
tyr, who Liy’d in the fecond Age, fays, That the Adts, or Memoirs 


VUXTA, which the Apoltles have committed to writing, are call’ 
GOSPELS. The Author obferves that in thofe titles the Words, 


KaTx MATIX, Kate to be Tranflated, of Matthew,of 
Mark, rather than according to Matthew, according to Mark, {ince 
there is no more Myftery in thefe Expreffions, than in the follow- 
ing, that are to be found in the Greek Fathers, the Gofpel according 
t the Hebrews, the Herefie according to the Phrygians, which fimply 
lignifie the Gofpel of the Hebrews, the Herefte of the Phrygians. 


In the 3d Chapter he rejects the Letters aicribed to our Saviour, 
ad fhews that the Son of God has left nothing in Writing. 
He alfo Treats of other Apocryphal Books, which the Ebionites, 
Gnofticks, Encratites and Manicheans , would father upon the A- 
poftles ; and takes a particular notice of the Proteuangelium, or furft 
Gofpel of St, James, fhewing its falfity againft Pofte? and Bib- 


hander. 


He ftrives to prove in the 4th Chapter, that the Original 
Copies of the Sacred Books were not long in being, However,Ter: 


tullian, {peaking of the Churches founded by the Apoftles, My 5 : 
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Simon’s Sophifiry, feems to import fomething more than that 
they had their Books-wricten in the Original Tongue And is 
not this a wonder that the Primitive Chriftians, who, if we may 
believe the Roman Church, had the Relicks of the Saints in fo great 
Veneration, fhould be fo negligent in keeping the Sucred Records, 
as to let the very Originals perifh in lets than two hundred 
years: 


After thefe general confiderations, he examines each Book a- 
part, and beftows the 5,6, 7,8,and 9, Chapters upon the Goi- 
co St. Matthew, which he pretends to have been Originally 

rittcn in Hebrew, or rather Syriack, upon the Teftimony of Pa- 
pias, aman neverthelefs of no great Credit, but of greater credu- 
lity, by our Author’s own conteffion.(b) And as to /reneus, Euje- 
bius and St. FZeromy they having Liv’d in feveral Ages, may reca- 
fonably be believ’d to have Tranfcribed one another. This O- 
pinion, however, Monficur Simon fecms to defend, in order to 
make the world believe that we have but a Tranflation of St. 
Matthew's Gofpel, and a very unaccurate one too, If what apias 
deliver’d were true, That after (c) St. Matthew had written the Di. 
vine Oracles in the Hebvew Language, every one Interpreted ’em the beft 
be could; For that implies, that prefently after the publifhing of the 
Original, there came out f{everal different Tranflations, but where 
are the Remains or Fragments of thofe Tranflations? St. Jgna- 


_tius, Who liv’d at the end of the firft Century, quotes feveral pat- 
fages out of that Gofpel in the very fame words that are extant in 


our Copies, or with fo little difference, that it appears he never 
madeufe of another Verfion. Thus he Cites, Matthew x. 16. in 
his Letter to Polycapus, Matthew xii. 33: in that to the Ephefians,, 
and Matthew iii. 15. in that to the Church of Smyrna; whercin’t s 


obfervable, that whereas St. /enatius read with us 


to fulfil all Rizhteoufnefs, the Ebionites had in their Gof- 
pel fulfil things, which fhews the Authentici- 
ty of our Copies, as well as the Falfhood of theirs. Notwithftanding 
would not deny that there has been a, Copy of that Gofpel in 
Hebrew, but whether it was the Original or a Tranflation, is hard 
todetermine. It may be, that the Apoftle knowing both Lan- 
guages, after lic had Written it in Hebrew, took the painsto ren- 
der it into Greek, or at Jeaft to review the Tranflation, that both 


might be Authentick,

and epeated their Sermons to the Peopic, as oft.n as there was 
occation for’t. This feems tobethe Reaton way St. Paul gives to 


thofe who accompanied him in his Journeys, the Honourable 


Title of his Felloy Labourers. It may be too, th.¢the Apoftles 


being as it were the Patriarchs or Arch-bithops of ali the Nations 
they had Converted. and confequent'y charg‘d with the Care ot 
a great number of Churches, were not at Leiture co Write or to 
Dictate word by word all that wasneccflary, either tor their 
or Settlement; and therefore muft content themielyes 
co Sugeeit ic tothefetheirCompanions. This appears to be the 
truc fenie of the Greek Term, Which Eufelius and 
the Author of the *ynopfis of the H. Scripture ufe in this occafion, 
when they fay that St publifh’d the Gofpel that had been 
Sugcefted to him by St. Pe'er, més. Monteur 
Simon Tranilates it, Preached by St. Peter, and Montfteur le lerc 
will have it to fignifie Didte, or indired word for word. Who of 
them isin the right. Lleave the Reader to judg, by the read ng 
of Eufebius’s patlage , (d) Moen@ pay Medes yard 
Mark being, as 1t were, Peter's Man (or Mate) exadtly wrote mbat 
he remembred , net in the fame order thet Chrift had faid or done it, 
for he neither heard tire Lord, nor follew'd him , but as Peter bad tld 


it, mho accommodated hrs‘ Sermons ory inflrudtions to the necefities of. 


his Auditors and net to the order of our Saviour’s Difccurfes.* So that 
Mark has commitied nv fault, in that he wrote fome thines as he remen- 


bred them, fince he only minted to forge: nothing that he had beard, and 


to mingle it with no lye.

The fame Objcétion mizht be made at this day to fome Prote- 
Slants. whorecerve the Works of the Apofiles, and-refufe at the fime time 
to fubmit tothe True Traditions of the Church,.to which they are beholden 
for thefe Apoftolical Writings, For who has told them, thatthat which they 
read under the Name of St. Paul is certainly his? lan{wer, Not the 
Chureh of Rome only, but all the Churches in the World, in all 
Ages, fince our Saviour, till this prefenttime- If in the Sacred 
Canon of the Latin Church, there.was any Book not ackuow- 
ledged by other Chriftians,1 make no doubt but it would little dif-

Treating of the Fpiftle to the Hebrews in the xvi, Chapter, He 
fhews that moltof the Greek and Latin Fathers have Alcrib’d ir 
to St, Paul, that fome were of Opinion, that tho the concepti- 
ons were his, yet it was worded ov another. Some alfo have re- 
jetted it, not being able to Aniwer the Arguments, which the 
Nivatians raited out of the vi.Chap. vert, 4, 5, 6. tor Ailerting the 
irrevocable Condemnation of fuch Chriftians as were tall’n into 
Idolatry, even by frailty , and the Rigor of the Perlecution, 
Mopfieur Simon thinks to have found a peremptory Antwer to 
this ObjeCtion ia an ancient Tranflation, that has been made be- 
fore the time of St- Jerom, for whereas inthe pretene Vulgar,

againto Repentance. Firft, Becaufe Baptifim is not to be Reite- 
rated, and yer thefe Blafphemers are {uppos'd to have utterly de- 
fac’d it.

Befide: thefe, we have the Sarderiana, Sive Excerpta ex ore Samp. 
elisde Sorbiere, Lolofx, 1691,ini2. a Colle@ion of 
fayings, Hiftorical Pailages, ana ocher Remarks, which he him- 
felf had ditpoted in an Alphabetical order, in imitation of the 
Scaligertana, Mr. Graverol gave himfelt the trouble 
to Revite and Publith it, aud has added {everal curious things, 
Mr. de Sorbiere {poke his Opinion very freely of the Learned ; he 
prefers Galdez and GaJead: infinitely betore Des-Cartes and 
and profefics he knew no Keaton why the Church of England 
made fuch a noife andclamour about Hobses’s Do&trine, and Ani- 
mated all their young Fry to Furiouily againft him. This fur- 


nifhed him with an occafion to repeat a witty faying of King 


Charles the Second, who compared Hobbes to 4 Bear, againft whom they 


play'd their young Dogs in order to Exercife then. He there informs 


is, thatthe whole Farce of the Devil of the Nuasof Loudun, was 
underhand managed and contrived by Cardinal Richelien,to fright- 
en Lewis XIII. who Naturally was much afraid of the Devil. Mr. Gra- 
verol has prefixed a Letter before the Serberianay which contains 
very ample Memoires ot the Life of Sorbiere and Cettelier. Mr. 
Sorbiere was Born in the Diocefe of Uzes, he Tranflated Credius’s 
Book De caufis mortis Chrifit, as allo, Funit Bruti Poloni Vindicie pro 
Relizionis Libertate, and yet Mr. Graverol docs not infer from thefe 
Tranilationschat he was a Socimtan, as Mr. Baillet has infinuated 
towardsthe end of Defcartes’s Lite, However, he does not ceny 
that he never amuzed himfelf with maiters ot Religion, and that 
he lived the Lite of a Philotopher, following and ufeing all man- 


nec of Pleafures withourfcruple. He adds, that finding his Death. 


approach, he ordered fome Grains of Laudanum to be given him, 
chat he mught not be fenfible of his laft Agonies, but pas, as it 
were, froma Sleep to Death, without perceiving it: He Died in 
the Year 1570. As for Mr: Cottelier he was a Native of Nifmes, 
and Profzifour Royal of the Greek Tongue. His Nurfe being 
fezee with tac Plague when he was an intant, chey were forced 
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ro Suckle him with a Slre-goat.. This fort of Nourifh ent 
him Melancholy, and for above one half of his Life he bad a 
flow Fever upon him, that Confumed him by degrees. Upon 
this Mr. Graverol, ex paJaut, takes notice of a paflage out of Varro, 
in juftification of Pliny: Capras fanas fanus nemo promittit, aungean 
enim fine febre funt, This Learned Man, as he tells us, left nine 
Volumes in Foto behind him, which would be of great ufe if they 
were Communicated to the publick. They are Extracts out of 
the Fathers, and: Eeclefiaftical Authors, thrown into common 
places, with large Oblervations upon them. Amongztt che 
there isa whole Volume upon St. anoth.r upou Lufelins, 
aud achird upon the General and Particular Councils, which 
would be of infinite ufe to any one that defigned to niake a new 
Edition of them, Mr, Graverol takes occafion from the Epitaph 
of Mr. Cottehery whodied in the year 1686, to Explain the Teita- 
menctot a certain Reman, whichis Graved upon «a Marble that is 
at one of the Gates of Nifmes. He Difcourfes largely concerning 
the cuftom of Engraving Willsor Tcltaments upon Tombs, and 
Ce'ebrating Feaftsin honour of the Dead, This cuftom detcend- 
ed at laft tothe Chriftians, and was {fo horribly abuted that chey 
were oblig’d to Abolith it. 

Father Buzjiard, a Religious of St. Germain des Prez, is haftning 
his Apparatus upon the Brbliotheca Patrum, which was Printed in 
the ycar 1677,in 27 Volumes. He defigns to beftow a Pretace 
upon every Century, where he will endeavour to give a general 
Idea of the Authors of the fame Age, to Explain what was their 
Genius, and what Reatons engaged themto Write. He intends 
to give a faithful Account of the Original, and Progrefs of Here- 
fics, and after what manner they were Encounter'd and Extin- 
suithed. After this, he defigns to defcend toevery particular Au- 
thor thatis tobe found in the Brbhotheca Patrum, and to mak. an 
Abridgment of them, and by the Rules of Criticifm examine 
who were the Authors of the Works that are there inferred. It 
isto be hoped that ali the Learned Perfons of Europ’ will Contri- 
bute to fo ufefuland generous an undertaking, by affiting the Au- 
thor with what Oofervations they have made upon thefe matters. 

Father Hardouin has Printed a Letter about three Samaritane 
Medals, bearing thisInicription, Liberationis Sion, Anno 2, Anno 3.

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Simon the High Prieft inftituted a Feftival to preferve and re 
new every Yearthe Memory of fo happy a Day, Sion had been 24 
years inthe hands of the Greeks, that is,from the year 145 ofthe Era 
of the Selencid,down to 171,which is the 612,0f the Foundation of 
Kome, at which time it was Surrendred up to Simon the High Prieff, 
Thus it is certain that thefe Medals were {tampr after this deliver- 


ance, fince they reckon’d from the New Epoch that was Eftablith. 
ej by Simon. “it may perhaps be demanded why the Infcription is 


in Samaritane Characters, and not in Hebrew; to this F. Hardonin 
Anfwers, that by the 11 Chap, of the Maccabees, it appears that 
Jonath.rs defired of Demetrius, King of Syria, that he would fet 7u- 
dea at Liberty, and add fome Cities of Samaria co it, that were 
Scituate uponthe Frontiers of Judea. Now thefe Samaritan Cities, 


tho they retained the Worfhip and Ceremonies of Ferufale, yer 


they did not changetheir Language, and in celebrating the Ke- 
membrance of acommon Joy, they expreft ic on their Medals in 
the Samaritane Tongue. |
